not ftarr off are certain vallies continually watred with 
Fountains, which furniſh the ſaid City wich alli forts 
of Fruits in abundance; without the Cuty alfo grows 
certain Vines albeit upon a ſandy foil.

Hroughout the greateſt part of Barbary ſtormy and' 

cold Weather begin commonly about the midft 
of Ofober, In December and January the Cold growerh 
ſomewhat more ſharp in all places , howbeit this hap- 
neth in the Morning only, and that very gently and 
remiſly, In February the Weather is ſomewhar mirt- 
gated, but vcry unconſtant. . In March the North and 
Weſt Winds uſually blow , which adorns the Trees 
with Bloſſoms, In April Cherries are commonly 
ripe, and all fruits acrain to their proper formand 
ſhape. Inthemidſt of May they gather their Figs ; 
and in Mid- Juxe their Grapes are ripe in many places: 
In which Month and July their Pears, {weet Quinces,

make Re1tons , which if they cannor finiſh in Septem- 
ber , by reaſon of unſeaſonable Weather , of their 
Grapes as then- unzathered they ute ro make Wine 
and Muſt, In the midſt of Ofobey they rake in theit 
Hay , and gather their Potiegrane:ts and Quinices, In 
November they gather their Olives, beating them 
oft cheir Boughs with certain long Poles , by reaſon of 
the tallneſs of their Trees , which no Ladder can 
reach, Tney have three Months in the Spring always 
remperate. They begin their Spring on rhe fifteenth 
day of Februdry, accounting the eighteenth of May rhe 
end thereof, ail which time rhey have moſt pleaſanr 
Weathcr, Bur it from the five and wwentierh of A- 


pril, tothe fifth of May, they have no Rain fall, they 


rake itas a ſign of ill Luck, waich water they call 
Naiſau , that is, Water blcfſed of God, and ſome 
ſtor itup in Veſſels, mot religiouſly keeping ir as an 
holy thing. Their Summer laiterh till rhe fixteenth 
of Auguſt zall which time they have moſt hot and clear 
weather 5 Excepr perhaps ſome ſhowers of Rain fall

grcat Plagues and Peſtilent Fevers fall thereupon , 
which arc almoſt always mortal, Taeir Autam they 
reckon from the 17 of Auguit. to the 16 of November ,
